Purſuant to His Highneſs the Prince of Orange's Letter to me direted, and 
hereto affixt, I do certifie the Clerk of the Crown of the High Court of 
Chancery, That the Burrough-men of he ancient Burcough uf Knarcsborough, 
in the County of 797k, on the twelfth day of this Inſtant Fanuary, with an 
unanimous Conſent, have freely choſe #/:iam Stockdale Eſq; to be one of 
their two Repreſentatives in the Convention to be held at Weſtminſter, the 
Twenty-ſecond of this inſtant Fanuary. 

And the Lord Viſcount Latimer by the majority of the Ancient and New 
Votes together. | "2 

Or Thomas Fawkes Eſq; by the majority of the Ancient Votes, who has 
been Sworn in Court, and relief'd for their Burrough-Houſes, according 
to the Cuſtom of the Burrough, to beth other of their ewo Repreſentatives 
in the ſaid Convention. 

The ancient Vores for Mr. Fawkes, agreed on all ſides to be good, were 
Twenty-five. 

The Ancient Votes for the Lord Latimer agreed on all ſides to be good, 
were Nineteen ; andthe New Votes transferred lately, but otherways good, 
were Eighreen. To the cruth of this Pole I have hereunto ſet my Hand, 
and the Common Seal of the ſaid Burrough, the Twelfth of Fanzory, 
Anno Dom. 1688. 


t> Note, That the New Votes in the Return above-recited therein, ſaid 
to be transferred lately, were transferred (if at all) by a pretend 
ed aſſigning of Burgages, after the Date and Receipt of his High- 
neſs s Letter (by the ſaid Bayliff) and after the Court called by 
him for the ſaid Eleftion ; which was done colourably only, and on 
purpoſe to ſerve a Turn. So that the ſaid New Votes ought not zo 
have been taken Notice of, and by conſequence the ſaid Mr. Fawkes 
was Legally Elefted by a Majority of Votes, according to the Guſtons 
of the ſaid Burrough,
